Extra& of a letter from a gentleman in Europe, 
to his correfpondent in Bofton, dated 
«* London, 11th Ott. 1794. 

« Though I often pay my refpetts to Mr. Jay, 
when all prefent are in the American intereft, yet 
none of us could ever get from him any thing 
refpecting the ftage or forwardnefs of his bufinefs, 
and { from the neceflity alone of the Britith C abi- 
net’s granting all, and even more than he would 
at one time have exaéted, we have reafon to T 

fe he will bye and bye return back, and 

eartily welcomed by his fellow citizens. It is 
rumored and not without fome truth, that the 
Britifh Cabinet never had a harder or tougher 
hand to deal with, than Citizen Jay; this, with 
the critical fituation of Great Britain juft now, 
will infure him fuccefs; and it has been mention- 
ed in circles where I have been,who are notin the 
American intereft,that heMr.Jay,is embracing the 
prams opportunity, and will obtain the privi- 
ege of the currying trade to the Welt-Indies, fo 
far as that the United States fhall have accefs to 
all the iflands, with free liberty to carry and 
bring any thing to and from them, they pleafe :— 
For inflance, a veffel not exceeding 120 tons bur- 
then, may go from Bofton with a cargo of any 
thing, to the ifland of Jamaica; there fell, and 
purchafe a cargo of fugar, and carry it back to 
Lofton, land it, and then, if you pleafe, re-thip 
it, in any fize veffel, and cavry it to 
market, except Great Britain and Ireland. Phi 
point gained, as the United States cas carry in 





times of peace, for about one half Great Britain 
can, the will go near to make a monoply of the 
carrying bufinefs. Although Mr. Jay, as before 
sherved, is clofe in the extreme, yet from this 
leaking out of the other party, | hardly doubt 
it; truth; and as great Britain muft be at peace 
with the United States the will juit now grant al- 
moft any thing Mr. Jay may demand, and | do 
not think he will be wanting jor {paring in his 
exertions.

genius and energy does fhe poflefs, that if the 
executive of that country fhould declare they 
would, build a bridge from Calais to Dover, | 
fhould. chink it accomplifhed. Going on for three 
more as they have for thfte months paift, they 
will have all the cannon in Europe, and half the 
merchant veffels of Great Britain. Holland mutt 
either make a feparate peace or be conquered in 
all the prefent month; and in either cafe, France 
will have the Dutch navy in her feale, and then, 
by next fpring, the will be both difpofed and a- 
ble to break the back of the Briuth navy; of 
fuch importance does France conceive this object 
to be, that fhe will not make peace till it is ac- 
complifhed.” 





Rotrerpam, O€ober 12. 

Yefterday the news reached us of the furren- 
der of Bois-le-Duc to the French on ‘Thurfday 
laft, which with the capture of Crevecoeur, and 
Fort St. Andre, which had been previoufly eva- 
cuated, that the artillery and ftores in it might 
not fall into the hands of the enemy, gives them 
an uninterrupted poilefiion of the whole Barony 
of Bois-ie-Duc; opens to them the Maefe, and 
facilitates their irruption into the provinces of 
Nimeguen. 

We do not precifely know the caufe of the 
furrender of tlris important fortrefs, as it was 
amply fupplied with ttores and provifions. ‘The 
garrifon, we underitand, were allowed the ho- 
nors of war, and the fame terms of capitulation 
as were granted to the garrifon of Crevecoeur. 
We alfo learn. that the turrender was accelerated 
by a mutiny in the town, fome of the inhabitants 
of which were no doubt fent in long ago by the 
French, as {pies, and to take advantage of cir- 
cumftances, infifted on a capitulation. There is 
every reafon to believe, that nothing but trea- 
chery could have thrown this fortrefs fo foon into 
the hands of the French, whe could hardly have 
been able to continue the fiege many days longer, 
as well on account of the inundation, as the hea- 
vy rains which have overflowed the country, and 
muft have been mortally deftruétive to the be- 
fieging army. 

’¢ have this day learnt that the French had 
pafled the Maefe ; but we know nothing of their 
further proceedings. The Ifland of Bommel is 
every where fortifyed, and a very numerous En- 
glith garrifon has been fent to Tiel, to defend 
the paflage of the Waal near there. 

We have yet no particulars of the late unfor- 
tunate defeat of Gen. Clairfayt’s army ; nor have 
we heard any thing of that wing of it command- 
ed by Gen, Latour, which is faid to have fuffered 
mot. 

We are forry to learn that the beautiful city of 
Duffeldorff has been almoft wholly deftroyed by 
the fire of the enemy from the oppofite banks of 
the Rhine. It is faid that fcarcely a houfe is left 
flanding. The French have advanced to Co- 
logne, where Gen. Sourdon has eftablifhed his 
head quarters: but Gen. Clairfayt, previous to 
their reaching that place, had the bridge deftroy- 








ed. The‘French have IMewife taken pe feffion 
of Bonn. The Electorates of Julicrs af Co 
logne offer the French vat heaps of plunder. 
The churches and convents in thefe two countries 
are many of them immenfely rich. 

A proclamation has been iflued by the Stadt 
holder, chat whoever is in the fervice of govern 
ment, and fhall quit his poft, thall forfeic it, and 
his goods be confifcated.—Many perfons have, 
however, quitted Holland to go to Hamburgh; 
and many more are packing up their goods to fet 
off. But I have not the leaft appreheafion that 
the French will be able to make any progrefs in 
to Molland this campaign.
